Dear Brethren — Your Board of Education begs leave to submit the 
following as its report No. i: 

We regret to note the loss by fire of the buildings of the Eist Missis- 
sippi Female College, which stood for so many years as the representative 
of the Mississippi Conference for the Christian education of our girls and 
young women in East Mississippi. In view of the loss of these buildings, 
we recommend that the Trustees of East Mississippi Female College 
property be instructed to deed the property to the Trustees of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, to be held, used and disposed of for the 
benefit of Christian education within the bounds of the Mississippi Con- 
ference, as said Conference shall direct.

College; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Trustees of East Mississippi Female College are 
hereby instructed to transfer all the land and other property of said col- 
lege to the Meridian “City Board of Church Extension,” which board 
shall take possession of such land and other property, if there be any 
other, and shall dispose of it as follows: 

1. A lot sufficiently large on tte southeast corner of the college lot

house and lot as soon as practicable and erect the new church on said 
college lot.

TEMPERANCE. 



2b the Bishop and Members of Mississippi Conference : 

Dear Fathebs and Brethren — We, your Committee on Temper- 
ance, beg leave to submit the following report: 

Sobriety is a cardinal virtue of Christianity, so declared in the letter 
of Holy Writ and so attested in the experiences of all enlightened and 
Christian peoples. Total abstinence from the use of intoxicating bever- 
ages is strongly urged in the evangel as a condition of the highest puiity 
and holiness of life. In fact, it is made the obvious duty and concern of 
those who would put the attainment of Christian character and eternal 
salvation beyond doubt to abstain from the first act of indulgence, that, 
repeated, inevitably leads to drunkenness and debauchery. This, as we 
believe, definitely describes the position of the church as related to the 
questions which touch the social and private use of alcoholic and vinous 
liquors as beverages. 

As regards the legal regulation and suppression of the drink traffic, 
the church has taken, and can take in the future, but one position, and 
that is, endorsement of all legal measures for the regulation and repres- 
sion of the traffic wherever complete suppression is not attainable or pos- 
sible, and absolute prohibition and suppression wherever the power of the 
law can be successfully invoked. 

We therefore recommend to our pastors to continue earnestly to preach 
against even the most moderate private and social drinking of wine and 
other intoxicants by all classes and conditions of people who hear them; 
to declare the curse and judgment of God against drunkenness and drunk- 
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ard-making, and everywhere to lend wise counsel and support to all 
movements and measures calculated to suppress, prohibit and destroy 
both the legal and illicit traffic in ardent spirits. 

We submit the following resolutions for your especial consideration 
and endorsement: 

licaolved, first. That as a Conference we contemplate with peculiar 
pleasure and thankfulness the results of Temperance agitation and legisla- 
tion in the State of Mississippi during recent years; and that we pledge 
ourselves to co-operate with all other Christian bodies, and all other asso- 
ciations and affiliations moved by a like purpose, to uncompromising war- 
fare against this greatest of evils. 

licsolved, second. That as a respresentative INIetli odist body in the 
State, we feel and express unfeigned pride in the part which has been 
borne in the temperance and prohibition movement in Mississippi by one 
of our chief pastors. Bishop Charles B. Galloway, to whom more than to 
any other single man in the State, is due credit for the happy temperance 
conditions which prevail, and the large promise of complete deliverance 
from the rum traffic now before our people. 

J^tsidved, third. That we request our representatives in Congress to 
support the bill introduced in the National House of Representatives by 
the Hon. B. G. Humphreys, of the Third Mississippi District, prohibiting 
the issuance of the United States revenue license to sell alcoholic and 
other intoxicating drinks in territory covered by State prohibition or local 
option regulations. 

Also that our Representatives in the National Congress be hereby 
asked to support the Hepburn bill, which prohibits the shipping of alco- 
holic and other intoxicating drinks into sections covered by any measure 
of State or local prohibition. 

WherKas, There was held in the city of Jackson on February 17, 
1903, a Prohibition Convention representative to the fullest extent of all 
the Christian churches, temperance organizations and affiliated temper- 
ance opinions; and, 

Whkrh:as, This Convention formally petitioned the in-coniing State 
Legislature to submit to the people of the State of Mississippi, for their 
ratification, an amendment to tlie State Constitution prohibiting the sale 
and manufacture of intoxicating liquors within the limits of said 
State; and, 

Whh:rras, We believe in the righteousness and eternal wisdom of 
such a measure; therefore, 

licsolved, That, as a Conference, we add our endorsement to this 
request of the people in convention assembled, and that we do hereby 
petition the said Legislature to submit such an amendment to the people 
for their judgment and vote. 

Resolved fiirtlter, That the Secretary of this Conference be hereby 
directed to transmit under his hand copies of this resolution to the Clerks 
of the House of Kepresentatives and the Senate of the .state Legislature 
at its forthcoming session.

Inasmuch as the Board disapproved certain methods pursued by some 
brethren in connection with the business of Church Pyxtension, the follow- 
ing policy is outlined and will be adhered to: 

1. All applications for aid must be in the hands of the Secretary by 
November ist, of each year. 

2. The Board will not appropriate any of its funds to repair old, 
dilapidated, worn out church buildings. 

3. It is confidently expected that all churches receiving aid from 
the Church Extension Board shall insure the building for a sufficient 
amount to cover any loss by fire or by any other means. 

4. The Board cannot give precedence to applications for aid from 
brethren who have given personal notes for indebtedness upon church 
buildings. 

Such applications will be considered as the Discipline requires accor- 
ding to their needs, regardless of embarrassment arising from the giving of 
such notes 

In the twenty-one years of the history of Church Extension the Mis- 
sissippi Conference has contributed on the assessments .1^34327 42, and to 
the Loan F'unds #1.644, and during the same period has received in dona- 
tions $22,232, and ill loans |8,ioo. 

There are 65 Societies in the Mississippi Conference without houses of 
worship. This together with the fact that the population within the 
bounds of the Mississippi Conference is rapidly increasing requiring con- 
stantly more churches and that many of the churches we now have are 
inadequate and must be substituted by better ones, is the grounds of our 
most earnest appeal to the Conference for at least the full amount of the 
assessment. 

WOMANS’ HOME MISSION SOCIETY 

This department of our work has made splendid progress during the 
past year. The total amount raised by the Auxiliaries for 1903 is $2627.62

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The report on the American Bible Society was read and 
adop.ed, as follows: 



AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Brethren: 

We, your board, in the discharge of the sacred work committed to us, 
beg leave to report as follows: 

With a steadfast faith in the divine Word of God and the efficiency of 
the American Bible Society, we are highly gratified at the progress of this 
great institution. It was organized in 1816, its object being that of spread- 
ing the Holy scriptures over the habitable globe, without regard to sect or 
creed. Its progress may be observed in noting the following facts: 

During the first period of twenty-five }'ears, from 1816 to 1841, it 
issued 2,798,366 volumes, and in the second period, 18,987,210; in the 
third, 32,478,138, and the fourth period would reach 50,000,000, at the 
present rate of about 2,000, 00 a year But this will be inadequate to meet 
the pressing demands being made. The total issues last year at home and 
in other lands were 1,723,791. 

The Bible is now printed in whole and in part together in over 
400 different languages, dialects and idioms. Notwithstanding Vol- 
taire’s prophecy that within one hundred years the Bible would be 
an unknown book, the number of volumes of Holy Scripture that come 
from the press now every twelve months is about 8,000,000— more than the 
total number that saw the light during the first eighteen centuries after 
the advent of our l.ord. 

It is admitted that the Bible is a potent forerunner of the missionary. 
No institution is doing so much to sow the world down with the Word of 
God as the American Bible Society; and it is putting the Word in reach of 
everv man. One dollar will provide five Bibles or twenty New Testaments 
for the destitute; I30 will provide i^o families with Bibles or 600 with 
New Testaments. What will we as a church do to push forward this great 
work? To stand still is to stagnate; to turn back is to lose in great meas- 
ure what has already been accomplished So we must go forward. Last 
year we assessed |i, 000 for this sacred cause and paid I889.53. We rec- 
ommend an increase of $200 for the conference year 1904, which makes, 
tlie assessment $1,200, and distribute it as follows:

The report on Sabbath Observance was read and adopted, 
as follows: 



SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 



To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference : 

We, your Committee on Sabbath Observance, feel that the church 
cannot too frequently nor too strenuously stress the importance of keeping 
the Sabbath holy. The Sabbath is generally recognized as a physical and 
moral necessity. It lies at the foundation of all civil and religious devel- 
opment. Being embodied in the decalogue, its observance is just as bind- 
ing as that of any of the other commandments. The breaking of this will 
result in as great if not greater evil than the breaking of any of the other 
commandments. 

We are doubtless in greater danger from the violation of this coni- 
inandment than from the violation of any of the other commandments. 
This arises from the fact that its violation is not generally considered so 
wicked as the breaking of some of the other commandments. 

Again, there are certain phases of our modern civilization that liav^e a 
constant and insidious tendency to undermine the sanctity of the Christian 
Sabbath. Among these we mention the running of street cars, freight 
and excursion trains on the Sabbath. .Such disregard for the Lord’s Day 
is backed by such strong financial and social influences as to bestir the 
church to renewed vigilance along this line; therefore. 

Resolve I, first. That we urge our preachers every where, both in priv'ate 
and public, by example and precept, to give such prominence to this sub- 
ject as to educate the public conscience to the point that we will be indeed 
a Sabbath-observing people. 

Resolved, second. That this Conference ask Bishop Key to appoint a 
committee of five, consisting of three ministers and two laymen, who shall 
in the name of this Conference ask the next Leg'slature of the .State of 
Mississippi to pass a law forbidding the running of freight and excursion 
trains on Sunday 

Resolved, third. That the Secretary of this Conference be instructed to 
inform Dr. Edward Thompson, San Antonio, Texas, General Manager of 
the Siinday League of America, that the Mississippi oiiference stands 
ready to co-operate with this League in all its laudable efforts for the 
proper observance of the Sabbath. 

Resolved, fourth. That we ask the Conference to elect two delegates to 
attend the World’s Sunday Congress, to meet in .St. Louis next October.

STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Dear Bishop and Brethren —We are rejoiced to note that our 
beloved Zion is increasing in fruitage of good things. No progress has 
she made in the past that is commensurate with that of the present. 
Like a grand sea vessel, she moves with a steadiness that seems to ignore 
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the pressure of rolling billows and the fierceness of raging storms; like 
an army with floating banners, conquering enemies and freeing captives. 
Some of her achievements find expression in her advance payments of her 
assessments over last year, and also in greater numbers of her accessions. 
Her skirts of whiteness have been less besoiled by her members indulging 
in questionable worldly amusements than formerly. Her self-control has 
not been agitated and irregulated by intoxicants as once, but she is tramp- 
ling under foot more completely that gigantic evil that has enslaved and 
destroyed so many thousand of our race. 

This, my brethren, is only a faint, partial portrayal of the bright side 
of our beloved church; but let us not blind our eyes against her amend- 
able lackings and neglects. Her spirituality is not being emphasized with 
that intensity essential to its abreastment with her temporal progress. 
Many of her members are strangers to the new birth and witness of the 
Holy Spirit, and not many of those who have been born again live 
that consecrated, that high, that pure, that grave life consonant with the 
teachings of the Holy Scriptures. We believe that this state of things 
wouhl be converted into the better should we as God’s ministers preach 
our doctrines with greater earnestness and intelligence and live that life 
expressed by St. Paul when he said; “For to me to live is Christ.” — Phil 
1:21; having Christ as the object of all our sufferings and works. When 
that day of right life by each of our members dawns upon us, then will 
our strength and power be fully felt and our blessed Zion shall not only 
accomplish the work of our Lord as He requires, but as a stainless and 
ready bride to meet the Son of God for eternal wedlock.

There are in the Conference fifty-three Senior Leagues and twenty-one 
Junior Leagues — total seventy-four. There are ninety- five pastoral charges 
without any League at all. In some cases the pastoral conditions were 
unfavorable to the organization and maintenance of Epworth Leagues, 
just as in some places Sunday Schools are impracticable. These cases, we 
are sure, are rare. If pastors would inform themselves thoroughly about 
Epworth League methods and would giv^e to the work the needed toil, 
Epworth Leagues w’oukl be found not only possible, but very practicable. 
Unfortunately, some pastors seem to think that the Epworth League is 
still on trial in our church, and that they are not under obligation to it as 
■they are to the Sunday School. The brethren, however, are gradually 
learning better. 

The want of trained leaders in League work and of information gen- 
erall}' concerning the best methods account for most, if not all, of the dif- 
ficulties met in maintaining Leagues. To meet this great want, the .Sea- 
shore Epworth League Assembly at the Seashore Camp Ground, near 
Biloxi, exists. This Assembly grows year by year in attendance, interest 
and value of the work done. We endorse the Seashore Epworth League 
Assembly, and urge that our Leagues send representatives of their mem- 
bership to this School of Methods by the sea. We commend the idea of 
.building there an Epworth Lodge. 

We urge all of our Leagues to take up the Institute work for the sys- 
tematic study of our doctrines, history, polity and related matters, and the 
Bible Study Circles outlined weekly in the Epworth Era. v\ e commend 
all of the Culture Courses as practical, wise and calculated to result in 
great intellectual and spiritual good to our young people. 

We endorse the action taken by the Mississippi Conference League, 
setting apart the month of April as F'orward Month, in which our pastors 
and other League workers are urged to make special effort to organize 
new Leagues and increase the circulation of the Era. We make this action 
our own. We join with the Conference League in its urgent efforts and 
earnest pleas that the District Leagues be organized and District League 
Conferences be held. 

We call attention to the fact that the Conference of the Mississippi 
Conference League will be held in Hattiesburg, June 13-16, 1904; and beg 
that no Presiding Elder fix a District Conference, and no Pastor a revival, 
and no Board a meeting for this date; and that all our preachers arrange 
to be present. 

We have arranged with the Sunday School Board to put into the field 
as a helper and organizer of Leagues and Sunday Schools our brother. 
N. A. Mott. We heartily commend him to Pastors and Presiding Elders, 
-and urge that they use him freely to aid them in the work for our young 
people. 
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We commend the action of the Mississippi Conference League, in 
undertaking the support for 1904 of our own missionary to China, Rev. 
J. B. Fearn; and beg the co-operation of all the preachers. Rev. H. B. 
Watkins has been appointed agent of this fund. 

We commend the effort to build at Monteagle an Epworth Home.

The report of the Orphans’ Home with a supplement was 
read, as follows: 

REPORT ON ORPHANS’ HOME. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference, Convened at 

Meridian, December 9th, 1903: 

Dkar Brethkrn— The Board of Directors of the Mississippi Orphans* 
Home is glad to be able to report added prosperity of the institution and 
greater increase of the interest among our people. PTom all over the field, 
contributions are being sent in and the Home has evidently won its way 
into the hearts of our members. 

Rev. W. T. Griffin has managed with great economy and wisdom and 
we extend to him our sincerest thanks for his faithful and excellent ser- 
vices. His heart is in the work and every one seems to recognize tliat we 
have the right man in the place. He was unanimouslv reelected by the 
Board . 

There are now ri6 children in the Home and altogether, 246 have been-, 
cared for. Twenty-seven have been received this year and seventeen have 
been let out by adoption and otherwise. At present there are four babies,, 
eight having been cared for durini/ the year. The health of the H^me has 
been excellent, but one death having occured during the year, that an in- 
fant of three months, ill when received. 

The school is under the efficient management of Miss Cameron and .Sister 
Griffin and a kindergarten department has been added which puts all the 
children except the babies, in school. We will have six months public 
school. .Six of our girls are being educated in Church Colleges, one having 
graduated at Grenada last session. We are very grateful to these Colleges 
for their services. 

Ihe Home work is being done entirely by the children of the Home 
superintended by a matron and one of the older girls of the Home. The 
farm has been cultivated by the boys under the direction of the competent 
Superintendent, and enough corn and hay housed for all purposes, besides 
vegetables, potatoes, etc., for the Home table. Two bales of cotton were 
made and the field is in fine condition for another year. 

The religious training of the Home is well cared for. P'amily prayer is^ 
held night and morning. There are three Epworth Leagues and two Home 
Societies - all conducted by the children, and eighty are members of the 
church, ten having joined this year. The .Sunday School Boards of the two- 
Conferences supply the literature for the Homeland other good books are 
furnished by friends. 

The Home paper has a circulation of nearly 4000 and is of great hel 
to the Home. 
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Thirty-five acres of valuable land were added to the property this year, 
making the total acreage eighty-five. There has been put in a splendid 
modern steam heating plant, at a cost of which keeps the Home 

comfortable in all weather. One gallery was erected on the east side, the 
entire length of the building. The entiVe building, including kitchen and 
laundry, has received two coats of good paint. A new balustrade has been 
put around the deck roof. A bath-room has been put in on the first floor, 
with porcelain-lined tub and toilet fixtures; also a hot-water furnace and 
tank, with connections throughout the building. 

The physicians of Water Valley and Hon. J. G. McGowen have won 
our heartv thanks by their faithful services for the Home.

The Conf rence met pursuant to adjournment at 3 o’clock 
p. M., Bishf p Key in the ch-iir. After a hymn the Conference 
was led in prayer by W. L. C Hunnicutt. 

The Bishop tenderly introduced the service, and called for 
the report ( f the Committee on Memtars. The Memoir of John 
A. Vance was read by J. W. Sandell and t dopted as follows: 

MEMORIAL SERVICE. 



Rev. John A. Vance was born in Ireland, Feb. 24, 1820, and went to 
lieaven from his home near Beech Springs on Jan. 6, 1903. The body was 
laid away underneath the sod on Jan. 8, 1903. Suitable services were con- 
ducted by Rev. M. J. McDonald, L. E. Bro. Vance came to this country 
in 1847, and was married to Eucy F. Reams, Dec. 22, 1852, by J. P. Mellen. 

He joined the M E. Church, South, about 1854, at Beech Springs, during 
a meeting held under an oak tree by John G. De>kin. He was received 
into the church at White Plains, in Newton county; recommended bv this 
church for license to exhort and was licensed on Decatur circuit, Aug. 30, 

.1856, by A. J. Smith, P. C. He was recommended and licensed to preach 
by the Quarterly Conference of Decatur circuit in 1857 — R. J. Jones, P E. 

He was admitted on trial in the Mississippi Conference, Nov. 18, 1857, at 
Brandon. Miss.; ordained deacon bv Bishop Paine, Dec. i, 186 r, at Canton, 

Miss , and ordained elder by Bishop James O. Andrew, Nov. 8, 1863, at 
Kosciusko, Miss. ^ Bro. Vance’s first appointment was junior preacher on 
Brandon circuit with J. A. (Todfre\ . In 1859 he served the Raleigh circuit; 
in i8to, Philadelphia; in 1861, Columbia; in 1862, Covington, Da.; in 1863, i»l 

Raleigh, as senior preacher, with Wallace W. Graves, junior; in 1865, 

Westville; in 1866, Douisville; in 1867, Carthage. Wehav’e no Conference 
record for 1867. In 1869-70 he preached at Walnut Grove; in 1871, 

Dake; in 1872, I’hiladelphia; in 1873, Hillsboro; in 1874, Philadelphia; in 
Centerville or Conehatta. At the Conference of 1875, Canton, Miss., 

Bro. \ aiice was granted a supernumerary relation, having been injured by 
falling timber. After re.stihg one year he was appointed to F)non ciicuit, 
which he served in 1877. At the Conference of 1877 he was again granted 
a supernumerary relation, which relation he held during 1878 and 1879. 

In 1879 he was granted a superannuated relation, but in 1880 he was ap- 
pointed to the Philadelphia circuit for 1881. In 1882 he serv’ed the Beech 
Springs missions. His name does not appear in the list of appointments 
for 1883. He was again granted the supernumerary relation at the Confer- 
ence in 1883. He held this relation from 1884 till 1894, when he was grant- 
ed a sujjerannuated relation which he held from 1894 till 1902, and w'as 
again granted that relation for 1903. Bro. Vance was soundly converted. 

He had a strong, conscious knowledge of God. He read largely on the 
subjects willi which he had to do. booking through his library, the marks 
and notes made by him indicate much and thorough reading. He was well 
posted on the doctrines and polity of his church, faithful to his church, 
defending her interest at a sacrifice to himself. Bro. Vance was one of the 
pioneer preachers, some of his circuits containing from twenty to thirty 
appointments. Tlie records show that he was junior preacher at Brandott 
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1111858. A note found among his papers says: “I joined the Mississippi 
Conference in 1857, hehl at Brandon; Bishop Karly in the chair. Decatur 
■was my first circuit, with twenty-eight preaching-places.” Bro. Vance was 
considered a strong preacher, and at times ver}' forceful. vSoine meetings 
held by him are vet spoken of as remarkable. Hundreds of persons have 
been converted through his ministry. He possessed those qualities which 
belong to the Irish. He was per^evt'ring, determined, witty, devoted. 
"What he said in criticism was in the presence, and not in the absence of 
the one criticised. 

Bro. Vance labored hard, that he might have a home in his old days. 
Success crowned his efforts. His home was the home of the itinerant 
preacher. The last work he did was at White Plains, where he went to- 
administer the sacrament. Bro. Vance had been feeble a number of years,, 
having never recovered from the injury received some time before. Though 
being subject to light fainting-spells, he attended preaching, and preached 
when able. He always kept up his family devotions. One night, when 
bis pastor was holding services at his home, a few days before he left this 
earth he sang, “The day is past and gone,” and said to the pastor, “I am 
ready; I have done the best I could.” About a day before he left he kept 
saying, “I want to go home.” Aunt Lucy said, “Why, you’re at home.”” 
He then said, “I want to go to heaw?n.” In a few hours he left the house 
in which he had dwelt for eighty-two years ten months and twelve days,, 
and his friends laid bis body away in the cemetery at Beech .Springs, Ne- 
shoba county, Miss. While he is enjoying his well-deserved and fought-for 
reward, we miss Uncle Johnnie at his home. He is missed on the circuit, in 
the Quarterly Conference, and on the Conference floor. The neighbors say 
there was never a better man. Peace to his ashes.

To the liishci> aiul Mnn hers of the Missis.sipjti Annual Conference: 

DKAr Hrkthrkn — The Sunday vSchool Hoard would respectfully sub- 
mit the following report, viz : 

.After careful ii.tpiiry into the Sunday School work in tlie bounds of 
our Conference, we And an increase of enthusiasm and spiritual 
interest manifested. The conviclion is growing on the church that 
the Sundav school is one of the most impiiitant departments of church 
work. This is indeed an age of aggressiveness in ail our work, and we 
are glad to find that the Sunday school interests are not lagging behind. 
There has never been in the history of the Christian church a time when 
so many far-reaching methods hav'e l)een planned for the advancement of 
God’s kingdom and the conversion of the world as now. New movements 
are coming into view and liew ojjportunities are opening before ns. 

Let us vveicome every movement as the index finger of our Divine 
Lord and Ma.sier, ])oiuting out the way we should go. 

The Sunday school is rapidly becoming an interesting factor iu 
Christian educaiion. Whoever sits down, with child like gentleness, at 
the feet of onr Divine 'I'eacfier, shall know of the doctrine, whether it is 
of God. The very highest ideal of education is to learn of Jesus Christ. 
In the vSunclay scliool is pre-eminently the place to learn of Him. The 
very highest definition of a Sunda>’ .school is that it is a soul-saving 
agency; and its first and highest demand is a generation of thoroughly 
trained teachers. 

W e would emphasize the words of Dr. Atkins, that it is “time for the 
haphazard Sunday school teacher to pass away forever.” Dr. Hamil has 
said, in defiuirg a really fine Sunday school, that it makes things go, is 
faithful in study and attendance, and last and greatest, has thorough, up- 
to-date teachers. W’ho can fail to observe that, under the new' metho<is 
that are being inaugurated in our Sunday School w'ork, there has been r 
wonderful advance ami a great quickening of zeal and interest iu the 
Suuda}' School Department of the church? 

Through the annual institute we shall be able to effect a better order 
of religious instruction for the young than has hitherto been known in 
the church. Teacher training work iuauj{uraled by our General Sumiair 
School Hoard last year, and placed under the special direction of Dr, 
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Hamil, has had phenomenal success. The institute held at Hattiesburg,. 
April 27-29, was the largest Sunday school gathering ever held in Missis- 
sippi. Fully 400 delegates were in attendance. Dr. and Mrs. Hamil were- 
at their best. The results of their work upon the Sunday school interests 
of our own beloved Methodism cannot be overestimated. 

Your board would urge the organization of study circles among our 
Sunday school workers everywhere. 

We recommend that Decision Day be observed by all our schools. 
Among the most important developments of the latter-day Sunday schools 
is the idea expressed through what is called Decision Day. For th& 
pleasure and happiness of your little people, do not neglect Rally Day. 
We are glad to state that Children’s Day has been more generally observed 
the past year than ever before, and the collections are largelj' in advance 
of any previous year in our history. he Cradle Roll is a helpful modern 
department. The smallest tots are enrolled, even in their cradles, and 
thus the parents feel pledged to bring them to Sunday school when they 
are oUl enough. 

We most heartily approve and commend our own Sunday school lit- 
erature. We do not believe that there is in existence today a better paper 
for children than our own ChHdren's Visitor. 

In conclusion, it gives us great pleasure to announce to you that your 
board has employed as its Field Secretary our etticient and beloved 
brother, N. A. Mott, for the year 1904. Brethren, throw wide open your 
doors to this dear brother.

The following report of the Board of Missions was read and 
adopted: 

BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

To the Bishop and Members 0/ the Mississippi Conference^ M. E. Church, South.’- 

Dear F.aThers and BiiKTHREN: Your Board of Missions beg to submit 
this, their annual report. 

The followiug exhibit shows gratifying progress during the year: 

Against an assessment of $10,000 for Foreign Missions we report a 
collection of I9 478 08, a deficit of I521 92. If to this we add I325 reported 
to us raised as specials and not reported ou assessment, we have an aggre- 
gate for Foreign Miss ons of $9,777.08. 

The Meridian and Vicksburg Districts each report one charge over- 
paying this assessment. The Brookh^ven and Natchez Districts each 
report four, the Forest seven and the Seashore fifteen, making a total of 
thirty-five pastoral charges overpaying this claim. 

In the Vicksburg District six charges paid this claim in full, in the 
Natchez seven, the Jackson nine, the Brookhaven and Seashore each ten, 
the Meridian twelve and the Forest sixteen, making a total of seventy 
charges paying this assessment in full. Add to this those charges over- 
paying and we have a grand total of 105 pastoral charges meeting this 
obligation. 

For Domestic Missions we have raised $S 381-40 on an assessment 01 
$5,975, a deficit of $593.60. Add to this the $520.35 raised for local Domes- 
tic Mission work in the Seashore dist»-ict, bu» which does not pass through 
the hands of the Board, and we have an aggregate of $5,901.76 raised for 
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Domestic Mission work. This would nuke a grand total of I15 678.84 
raised by our Conference for the cause of Missions this year — Foreign and 
Domestic. 

The Natchez and Vicksburg Districts each report six charges paying 
this claim in full. The Jackson District reports nine, the Meridian 
eleven, the Brookhaven and Forest each sixteen and the Seashore seven* 
teen, a total of eighty-one charges. 

Of those charges overpaviug this claim, the Natchez District has two, 
the Jacksoa three, the P'orest six and the Seashore nine, making twenty 
charges reporting an excess, and a total of lor charges meeting this claim. 
This is ahead of anything ever reported before by this Board. 

The call for aid for needy charge.s within the bounds of our Conference 
#3,000 -more than was ever aske l for before. A judi- 
cious Committee 011 Apportionments was appointed, and after careful and 
prayerful consideration, the following allowances were made for 1904:
